| | appeare by our fozmer Actions. Foꝛ no ſooner did the Jnfection of the 
» )| Plague, raigning immediatly after Our entry into this Bingdome, giue 
== Us leaue to haue any Aſſembly, but wee held at Our Honoz of Hampton 
Court foꝛ that purpoſe a Conference betweene ſome pꝛintipall Biſhops and Deanes of this Church, 
and ſuch other Learned men as vnderſtood oꝛ fauoured the Opinions ot thoſe that ſeeke Alteration, 
vefoze our Selfe and our Countell. Of which Conference the iſſue was, That no well grounded 
matter appeared to Us 02 our ſayd Countell, why the State of the Church here by Law eſtabliſhed, 
ſhould in any materiall point be altered, Noꝛ did thoſe that befoze had ſeenied to affect ſuch Altera- 
tion, when they heard the contrarie Arguments, greatly inſiſt vpon it, but ſeemed to be ſatiſfiedthem- 
lelues, and to vndertake within reaſonable time to ſatiffie all others that were nuſſe led with dpinion 
that there was any iuſt cauſe of Alteration. whereupon we publiſhed by our Pꝛoclamation what had 
beeue the Iſſue of that Conference, hoping that when the ſame ſhould be made knowen, all reaſona⸗ 


ble men would haue reſted ſatiſfied with that which had beene done, and not haue mooued further 


trouble oꝛ ſpeech of matters, whereof ſo ſolemne andaduiſed Determination had beene made. Not- 


withſtanding at the late Aſſembly of our Parliament, there wanted not many that renewed with 


no little earneſtneſſe the Queſtions befoze determined, and many moze aſwell about the Boone of 


Common pꝛaper, as other matters of Church Gouernment, and impoꝛtuned Us fozour Aſſent to 
many Alterations therein: But yet with ſuch ſucteſſe, as when they had heard both Our owne ſpee- 
ches made vnto them at ſundꝛy times, ſhewing the Reaſons of Our foꝛmer pzoceedingsin thoſe mat- 
ters, And like wile had had Conference with ſome Biſhops, and other Loꝛds ofthe vpper Houle a- 
bout the ſame, they deſiſted from further pzoſecution thereof; finding, that or all things that might 
any way tend to the furtherance of Religion, and eſtabliſhment ofa Miniſterie fit fo: the ſame, Wee 


had befoꝛe with the aduiſe of our Counſel, had ſuch conſideration, as the pꝛeſent ſtate of things would 


beare, And taken oꝛder how the ſame ſhould be pꝛoſetuted byſuch meanes, as might be vſed without 
any publique diſturbance oz Innouation: And ſo the end ok all their motions and ouertures falling 
out to be none other in Subſtance, then was befoze at the Conference at Hampton Court, That is, 
that no apparant oꝛ grounded Reaſon was ſhewed, why either the booke of CommonPzayer, oz the 
Church diſcipline here by Law eſtabliſhed ſhould be changed (which were vnrealonable)conſidering 
that particular and perſonall abuſes are remediable otherwiſe,then by making generall Alterations: 
Wee haue thought good once againe to gine notice thereofto all our Subiects, by publike Declara- 


tion, who we doubt not but will receiue great ſatiſfaction, when they ſhall vnderſtand that after ſo 
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much impugning, there appeareth nocauſe why the foꝛme ofthe Sernice of God, wherein they haue 


beene nouriſhed ſo many yeeres, ſhould be changed: And conlequently to admoniſh them all in gene⸗ 


ralltoconfozme themſelues thereunto, without liſtning to the troubleſome ſpirits offome Perſons, 


who neuerrecetue contentment either in Ciuill, oz Eccleſiaſticallmatters, but in their owne fantaſies, 
eſpecially ofcertaine Miniſters, who vnder pꝛetended Zeale of Refozmation, are the chiete Authozs 
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of Diniſion3 and Setts among our people. Of many ot which, we hope that now, when they ſhal ſee 
that ſuch things as they haue pꝛopoled fo2 Alteration, pꝛooue bpontryall ſo weakely grounded, as de⸗ 
ſerue not admittante, they will out or their owne tudgement confozme themſelues to better aduite, and 
not omit the pꝛincipall e ſubſtantial parts of their duties, fo: ſhadowes e ſemblantes of Zeale, but ra- 
ther bend their ſtrength with our intent to ioyne in one end, that is, the eſtabliſhing ofthe Goſpel, and 
retouering of our People ſeduced out of the hands of the common aduerſaries of our Religion, Which 
ſhal neuer be wel perfoꝛmed but by an Unifozmitie of all our endeuours therin. But if our hope herein 
faile Us, Wee muſt aduertiſe them, that our duetie towards God requireth at our hands, that what 
vntractable men doe not perfozme vpon admomtion, they muſt hee compelled vnto by Authoattie, 
whereofthe Supꝛeme power reſting in our hands, by Gods oꝛdinante, Wee are bound to vſe the ſame 
in nothing moꝛe, then in pꝛeſeruation ofthe Churches tranquillitie, which by Gods grace We are fully 
purpoled to doe: And yet by adutſe of our Councell, and opinion ofthe Biſhops, although our foꝛmer 
Pꝛoclamations both befoze the Conference and ſince, ought to bee aſufficicut warning and admonitt- 
on to all men, who are withinthe danger of them, Wee haue thought good to giue time to all Mint- 
ſters diſobedient to the Oꝛders ofthe Church and to Ettleſiaſtital Authoꝛitie here byLaWecſtabliſhed, 
and who foꝛ ſuch diſobediente, either in the dayes of the Queene our Siſter of famous memoꝛie decea- 
ſed, oꝛ ſinte our Ntigne haue incurred any cenſures of the Church, oz penalties of Lawes, vntill the 
laſt day of Nouember now next enſuing, to bethinke themſelues ofthe courſe they will hold therein. 
In which meane time both they may reſolue either toconfozme themſelues to the Church of Eng⸗ 
land, and obey the ſame: Oꝛ els to diſpoſe of themlelnes and their families ſome other wapes, as to 
them ſhall ſeeme meete : And the Biſhops and others whom it concerneth, pzouide meete perſons to 
be ſubſtitutes in the plate of thoſe who ſhall wilfully abandon their Charges vponſo ſleight cauſes: 
Aſſuring them that after that day, We ſhall not faule to doe that which Paincely pzoutdence requireth 
at Our hands: That is, to put in execution all wayes and meanes that may take from among Our 
people, all grounds and occaſions of Setts, Diuiſions, and Unquietneſſe: ushereofas woe wiſh there 
map neuer be occaſion giuen vs to make pꝛoofe, but that this our admonition may haue equall foꝛte in 
all mens hearts, to woꝛke an vntuerſal tonkoꝛmitie: So we do require all Archbiſhops,Biſhops,and 
other Eccleſiaſtical perſons, to do their bttermoſt endenours by tonferentes, arguments perlwaſſons, 
and by all other wayes of loue and gentleneſſe to retlaime all that be in the Miniſterie,to the obedience 
of our Church Lawes; Foꝛ which purpoſe only We haue enlarged the time fozmerly pꝛefixed foꝛ their 
remooue oꝛ Refozmation, to the end that if it be poſſible, that Unifoꝛmitie which wee deſire , may be 
wꝛought by Clementcie , and by weight of Reaſon, and not by Rigour of Law. And the like aduer⸗ 
tiſement doe We giue to all Ciuill Magiſtrates, Gentlemen, and others of vnderſtanding, as well a- 
bwad in the Counties, as in Cities and Townes, Requiringthem allo, not in any ſozt to ſuppoꝛt, fa- 
uour,o: countenance any ſuch factious Miniſters in their obſtinacie ; of whoſe endeuours wee doubt 
not, but ſo good ſutteſſe may follow, as this Our admonition, with their indeuours, may pꝛeuent the 
vſe of any other meanes to retaine our people in their due Obediente to Us, and in Unitie ol minde, to 
the Seruice of Almighty God.
